A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3-19-2009 
has been entered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
allowance of the claims has been reconsidered in light of the newly cited patent to 
Lancelot. Claim 1 calls for the apparatus to include a "conduit " ., a term that has a 
specific meaning in the electrical art. An elongated structure like that of Humphries 
284 at 10 is readable as a conduit, however the Lancelot housing 5 is not so readable 
and it is submitted that It would be improper and confusing to refer to the Lancelot 
housing 5 as a conduit . In addition Claim 1 calls for the conductive member to be 
"compressible " by the connector. The Lancelot conductive members 7e, 7f, etc are 
seen to be pressed laterally by prong insertion but not to be compressed or to undergo 
any compression-type change in shape. Also note that in Remarks of 9-17-2008 on 
page 15 lines 19-23 applicant advances a "compressibility " argument with regard to 
other references , however this argument is seen to also be applicable to the Lancelot 
apparatus conductive members 7e, 7f etc. Therefor in view these and other aspects of 
Claim 1 , it is found to be allowable over the Lancelot reference.
